Ten Kentucky State 
Police telecommunica¬ 
tors from throughout 
the commonwealth 

were recognized at 
graduation ceremonies 
for the sixth class of 
the agency’s in-house 
telecommunications 
academy 

“Across the state, 
KSP telecommunica¬ 
tors provide a lifeline 
to both citizens in need 
and officers in the field,” 
said KSP Commissioner 
Rodney Brewer. “They 
serve as an unseen but 
vital link in keeping 
law enforcement officers 
and the public safe at 
all times of the day or 
night.” 

Representing five 
agency posts, the group 
began its studies on 
April 13 at the KSP 
Training Academy in 
Frankfort. The course 
provided 236 hours of 
instruction during a six- 
week period. The curric¬ 
ulum included subjects 


such as legal liability 
and limits of telecom¬ 
municator authority, 
the telecommunicator’s 
role in public safety, in¬ 
terpersonal communica¬ 
tions, customer service, 
interaction with the 
news media, stress, eth¬ 
ics and confidentiality, 
responder safety, basic 
fire dispatch, state emer¬ 
gency operations plans 
and criminal justice in¬ 
formation systems, car- 
dio pulmonary resusci¬ 
tation, first aid training, 
emergency medical dis¬ 
patch and special needs 
callers. 

The final week of the 
academy included train¬ 
ing on computer-aided 
dispatch and other data¬ 
bases. To complete the 
course, the telecommu¬ 
nicators were required 
to successfully process 
scripted calls for ser¬ 
vice and demonstrate 
proficiency in obtaining 
pertinent information, 
dispatching responders, 


providing emergency 
medical dispatch if need¬ 
ed and correctly docu¬ 
menting information 
from the call for service.

challenging conditions; 
flexible work schedules; 
empathy in dealing with 
others; and the ability 
to learn and adapt, espe¬ 
cially in areas of tech¬ 
nology. 

“You need to think 


hard about whether you 
are wiling to make the 
sacrifices you have to 
make. You have to spend 
time away from your 
family. You have to work 
weekends and holidays. 
With all the continuing 
training required, there 
is a big investment of 
time, and you need to 


be sure you can make 
the commitment,” Long 
advised. “To be honest, 
it’s not a job for every¬ 
one. It is stressful and 
challenging, and some 
people simply can’t deal 
with the types of calls 
and the types of deadly 
incidents that we have to 
handle.”

Please don't name 
anything after me 

Doesn’t the name, Steven L. Beshear Riverside 
Park, simply roll off your lips? 

Or how about this one — The Eddie Beshear 
Field at Steven L. Beshear Riverside Park? 

It almost sounds poetic, right? 

It sounds about as good as...say...the Martha 
Layne Collins Blue Grass Parkway...or the Julian 
M. Carroll Purchase Parkway. Here’s another good 
one that just rolls off the lips — the Wendell H. Ford 
Western Kentucky Parkway. 

Why is it, we seem to insist on honoring people 
by naming public facilities after them? 

It’s my opinion that the naming of buildings, 
roadways, baseball fields, etc., should never be af¬ 
ter living individuals.

Needle exchange protects the public

Hospitalizations and deaths 
due to heroin overdoses are on 
the rise in Kentucky. According to 
the Kentucky Injury Prevention 
and Research Center, the num¬ 
ber of Kentuckians hospitalized 
for heroin overdoses more than 
doubled from 2011 to 2012. In addi¬ 
tion, deaths from heroin overdos¬ 
es among Kentucky residents have 
skyrocketed from 12 in 2008 to 215 
in 2013. Kentucky also has some of 
the highest rates of drug overdos¬ 
es and acute hepatitis C infection 
in the nation. 

This year, the General Assem¬ 
bly enacted and Gov. Beshear 
signed into law permissive leg¬ 
islation that enables local juris¬ 
dictions to establish needle 
exchange programs (NEP), also 
known as “harm reduction pro¬ 
grams.” 

To some, a needle exchange may 
sound like a program that helps 
intravenous drug users feed their 
habit. To the contrary, the intent of 
an NEP is to protect public health 
and create a path for heroin users 
to get treatment while preventing 
the spread of diseases through the 
sharing of needles. 

One critical role needle 
exchange programs play is in 
reducing the number of HIV/ 
AIDS and hepatitis cases spread 
within a community. The use or 
even the accidental stick of a dirty 
needle can lead to hepatitis, HIV/ 
AIDS infection and other danger¬ 
ous diseases. 

For example, a recent out¬ 
break of HIV/AIDS in a small com¬ 
munity in southern Indiana was 
traced back to needle sharing. As 
of 2014, about 15 percent of all HIV 
cases that have occurred in Ken¬ 
tucky have been among injecting 
drug users. NEPs can assist in stop¬ 
ping transmission of HIV and acute 
hepatitis C among injecting drug 
users. 

Another important role nee¬ 
dle exchanges have is protect¬ 


ing the community at 
large from acciden¬ 
tal sticks from dirty 
needles discarded in 
public places. Intra¬ 
venous drug users 
submit dirty needles 
to the NEP for proper 
disposal in exchange 
for clean needles. 

This arrangement 
provides an incen¬ 
tive not to leave dirty 
needles in parks, 
playgrounds or other 
public spaces where 
they could harm the 
general public. 

National and internation¬ 
al research studies show that 
NEPs do not encourage the ini¬ 
tiation of drug use nor do they 
increase the frequency of drug use 
among current users. The pres¬ 
ence of NEPs in communities does 
not expand drug-related networks 
nor does it increase crime rates. 

On the contrary, the World 
Health Organization maintains 
“there is no convincing evidence 
of any major, unintended negative 
consequences” related to these 
programs. 

Needle exchange programs 
actually create a path for inject¬ 
ing drug users to get help because 
the programs offer information 
on how to find available treat¬ 
ment options. In fact, NEP par¬ 
ticipants are more likely to enter 
a drug treatment program than 
nonparticipants. Researchers 
have also found that injecting 
drug users who participated in 
an exchange were more likely 
to reduce or stop injecting than 
drug users who had not par¬ 
ticipated in a needle exchange. 
Studies also show that NEPs pro¬ 
vide opportunities for disease 
testing and education leading to 
a decline of at-risk behaviors 
resulting in HIV incidence drop¬ 
ping as much as 80 percent with¬ 
in this population. 

As of August 2012, there were 


203 needle exchange 
programs in 34 states 
in the U.S. and the 
District of Columbia. 
Kentucky’s new law 
allows a local govern¬ 
ment to operate a pro¬ 
gram, but it does not 
require any commu¬ 
nity to do so. If the 
citizens of a commu¬ 
nity do not approve 
of an NEP, then local 
officials can certain¬ 
ly choose not to have 
one. These programs 
cannot be funded by 
federal dollars. 

Currently, medical and sub¬ 
stance use disorder experts from 
the University of Kentucky, 
University of Louisville Medi¬ 
cal Centers, state officials, local 
health departments and St. Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital have prepared 
guidance for communities that 
wish to start an NEP to ensure 
the most effective and safe pro¬ 
grams are developed. As these 
programs are implemented, 
more data can be collected on 
the effects they have on drug 
use and the spread of disease in 
Kentucky. 

Arrest and incarceration of 
individuals suffering from sub¬ 
stance use disorders are costly 
and do not necessarily solve the 
problems created by addiction. 
NEP’s provide communities the 
opportunity to try something 
that has been successful in other 
states. Many Kentucky commu¬ 
nities are desperate for the abil¬ 
ity to reach out to members who 
suffer from addiction, to help 
slow the spread of diseases and 
provide treatment referrals to 
people they might otherwise 
never have the chance to reach. 
This law gives them that oppor¬ 
tunity.

Be a responsible dog owner

Would your dog attack? The American Veterinary 
Medical Association estimates that more than 4.5 
million dog bites are reported to local authorities 
each year. Countless more go unreported. 

Dog attacks can range from a relatively painless 
nip to a fatal mauling. Dog attack victims account for 
up to 5 percent of all hospital emergency room visits. 
Children are most often the victims. Dog attacks are 
the most commonly reported childhood public health 
problem in the United States. 

You may feel confident that your dog won’t add 
to these statistics, and it is probably true that your 
trusty companion will never seriously harm anyone. 
However, if your dog does attack or bite someone, 
you could be liable for the victim’s pain, suffering, 
and medical expenses. 

Potential victims include your letter/rural carrier 
and neighborhood children. 

There are several ways you can avoid liability. 
Reducing the likelihood your dog will ever bite some¬ 
one helps protect you, your canine companion, and 
everyone else in the community. 

Why Do Some Dogs Attack? 

Lack of socialization, improper training, excite¬ 
ment, and fear can all contribute to a dog attack. 
Even a nip on the leg is unacceptable behavior for a 
family dog. 

Three Suggestions to Help Take the Bite Out of 
Your Dog: 

• Teach your dog appropriate behavior. Don’t play 
aggressive games with your dog such as wrestling, 
tug of war, or siccing your dog on another person. It’s 
essential that your dog recognize members of your 
family as dominant figures not to be challenged. 

• Be a responsible pet owner. For everyone’s safety, 
don’t allow your dog to roam. Make your pet a mem¬ 
ber of your family. Dogs that spend too much time 
tethered to a dog house or in the backyard have 


a much greater chance of developing aggressive 
behavioral problems. 

• Stay on the safe side. Help your dog become 
accustomed to a variety of situations. If you don’t 
know how your dog will react to a new situation, 
be cautious. If you think your dog could panic in a 
crowd, leave him or her at home. If your dog may 
overreact to visitors or delivery people, keep him or 
her in another room.

UK should raise its minimum wage 


The University of Kentucky is about to take a 
huge step toward improving the quality of life for 
hundreds of its employees, and other workers in this 
labor market. 

UK recently announced that President Eli Capi- 
louto will ask the board of trustees at its meeting 
next month to approve a pay plan that will make $10 
an hour the minimum starting pay for all its non¬ 
student hourly workers. 

Currently the low end for hourly workers is about 
$7.54 an hour. That would mean an increase of almost 
$100 a week, pre-tax, for UK’s lowest-paid workers. 

On an annual basis, assuming a 40-hour work 
week, it means a jump from $15,683 to $20,800, before 
taxes and other deductions. 

That difference, staff trustee Sheila Brothers said, 
can be “transformative ... People can change neigh¬ 
borhoods, change cars and add padding to their 
retirement.” 

Under Capilouto’s plan, which has an estimated 
cost of $1.3 million, the next tier of employees, now 
making up to $11.99 an hour, will receive a salary 
bump. 

In total, about 950 employees will be affected on 
the main campus, which plans to roll out the new 
wage scale July 1, and on the medical campus, which 
will institute the new minimum wage on Oct. 1. 

Capilouto is absolutely right to propose this just, 
forward-thinking move that will benefit the univer¬ 
sity as well as the employees. 

It’s a smart move that will make it easier to 
attract quality employees, reduce costly turnover 
and improve services for the entire university com¬ 
munity. 


That’s why Walmart wagered $1 billion to raise the 
minimum wage for 500,000 workers in its stores to $9 
this year and $10 next year. 

When the wage hike was announced in February, 
Bloomberg Business reported it was made “with the 
goal of retaining better employees and making them 
more productive in their jobs.” 

Higher minimum wages also mean fewer people 
who work will depend upon taxpayer-funded social- 
welfare programs, such as Medicaid or food stamps, 
to keep their families housed, fed and healthy. 

The federal minimum wage has been stuck at $7.25 
an hour since 2009, the heart of the recession. While 
29 states, and some local governments, including 
Louisville, have adopted a higher minimum wage, 
the Kentucky General Assembly has not seen fit to 
give Kentucky workers a boost. 

Legislation to raise the minimum wage in Fayette 
County has been introduced but will not likely come 
before council until this fall. 

UK is not alone. The University of Louisville 
began a similar effort a couple of years ago, moving 
to a $10 an hour minimum with a plan to step up 
annually to reach $11 an hour by July 2017. 

In Lexington, city government full-time employees 
begin at a minimum wage of $11.15 an hour. And now 
Walmart workers throughout the state are making 
more. 

We commend UK on joining the ranks of employ¬ 
ers who recognize that when workers receive a 
decent wage, everyone benefits.

though nearly half of 
Kentucky’s students are 
considered low-income, 
its graduation rate for 
low-income students is 
85 percent, nearly identi¬ 
cal to its graduation rate 
for middle/high-income 
students and well above 
the national average for 
all students. Nationwide, 
low-income students are 
graduating at a rate 15 
percentage points be¬ 
hind their more affluent 
peers. 

“As a result of Sen¬ 
ate Bill 1 (2009), we have 
made a concerted effort 
to ensure all of our stu¬ 
dents not only graduate 
from high school, but 
graduate college- and 
career-ready,” Commis¬ 
sioner Terry Holliday 
said. “We have worked 
with districts to identify 
students earlier who are 
not on track and then 


provided supports such 
as transitional courses 
in reading and math¬ 
ematics to get those stu¬ 
dents back on track for 
an on-time graduation,” 
he said. 

According to the re¬ 
port, improved gradu¬ 
ation rates nationwide 
have resulted primar¬ 
ily from leadership, re¬ 
forms, and multi-sector 
efforts at state, district 
and school levels. 

“I think you will see 
the graduation rate con¬ 
tinue to climb in Ken¬ 
tucky once students are 
required to stay in school 
until they are 18,” Holli¬ 
day said. 

Gov. Steve Beshear 
and first lady Jane 
Beshear led an effort to 
raise the compulsory 
school age in Kentucky 
from 16 to 18. All 173 Ken¬ 
tucky School districts 
adopted a policy to keep 
students in school until

they turn 18. The policy 
takes effect in most dis¬ 
tricts starting this fall.

for students with dis¬ 
abilities hit 61.9 percent 
in 2012-13. 

According to the re¬ 
port, state variations 
of ACGR data, coupled 
with differences in state 
allowances for special 
education guidelines, 
contribute to the dis¬ 
parities keeping special 
education students from 
reaching their full poten¬ 
tial. In addition, chronic 
negative misperceptions 
and disciplinary dispro- 
portionalities add to the 
challenge of keeping 


these students in school 
and on track to graduate. 

“These children are 
no less important than 
any others,” Holliday 
said. “We are working 
on ways to improve out¬ 
comes for students with 
disabilities including 
offering more career 
pathways. We must do a 
better job ensuring our 
students with disabili¬ 
ties graduate from high 
school with an opportu¬ 
nity for success.” 

It is estimated that 85 
to 90 percent of special 


education students can 
meet regular diploma 
requirements with the 
right supports. 

The GradNation cam¬ 
paign, led by America’s 
Promise, seeks to raise 
the national on-time 
graduation rate to 90 per¬ 
cent by 2020 and increase 
postsecondary enroll¬ 
ment and completion.

Princeton's Emma Talley is NCAA women's golf champion

Princeton’s Emma Talley, 
who starred at Caldwell Coun¬ 
ty High School, waited out a 
weather delay before making 
what proved to be the win¬ 
ning birdie putt on her final 
hole for the individual title at 
the NCAA Division I Women’s 
Golf Championship on Mon¬ 
day in Bradenton, Fla. 


Talley, a three-time KHSAA 
state champion who is now 
a junior at Alabama, shot a 
bogey-free 3-under par 69 to 
hold off late charges by Arkan¬ 
sas’ Gaby Lopez and Duke’s 
Leona Maguire. Both birdied 
their final hole, but it was too 
late to catch Talley. 

“It was just an incredible 
week,” Talley said. “I had been 
playing well up to this point, 


and everything kind of came 
together and clicked just at the 
right time. God’s blessed me 
with so much, and I just took 
it and ran with it.” 

Talley finished at 3 under 
for the tournament and one 
shot clear of Lopez and Magu¬ 
ire. Lopez was 6 under in her 
final round, including an eagle 
at No. 3. Maguire also eagled 
the third hole, and was 4 under 


on the day. 

On Talley’s final hole of the 
day — the par-4 ninth — her 
tee shot found the fairway bun¬ 
ker. She hit a seven-iron from 
the sand from 148 yards out to 
within eight feet of the hole. 

“It was as good (a shot) as 
I’ve seen,” Alabama Coach Mic 
Potter said. “Uphill, and into

V Thus empowered and ego massaged, Calipari 
turned feisty 

• Dangerously, he forgot the consequences — “every 
time you open your mouth to talk, your mind walks 
out and parades up and down the words.” (Mark 
Twain) 

• He rejected also, “It is best to engage one’s brain, 
before popping the clutch, one’s mouth.” 

“Last year we started the season with a goal,” 
Calipari told Jeff Eisenberg (The Dagger). “You may 
think it was to win a national title or win all the 
games, (but) it was to get eight players drafted.” 

“Uhh, say what?” 

Big Blue Nation must have done a collective gulp. 

Is this the fellow who said, “At Kentucky we ARE

Keep safety in mind this boating season

Memorial Day weekend serves as the unofficial 
start to summer and draws boaters to Kentucky’s 
lakes and rivers in droves. 

“There’s nothing better than a weekend or a day on 
the water,” said Zac Campbell, boating education coor¬ 
dinator for the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Kentucky offers so many incredi¬ 
ble lakes and rivers that boaters can enjoy It’s a great 
way to spend quality time with family and friends.” 

There were more than 170,000 motorized boats reg¬ 
istered last year in Kentucky A safe experience on the 
water should be a top priority because the boating sea¬ 
son means more boat traffic and less room for error. 

U.S. Coast Guard statistics from 2014 show May as 
the second deadliest month behind July for boating- 
related deaths in the United States. 

Operator inattention, improper lookout, operator 
inexperience, excessive speed and alcohol use were the 
top contributing factors among the 4,064 accidents that 
involved 610 deaths in the U.S. as counted by the Coast 
Guard last year. 

An overwhelming percentage of the people who 
were involved in boating accidents and drowned last 
year were not wearing a life jacket at the time, accord¬ 
ing to Coast Guard data. Federal and state law 
requires a Type I-III personal flotation device for each 
person onboard a vessel. Children under the age of 12 
must wear a life jacket while in the open part of a boat 
that is underway 

“Be an alert operator and aware of your surround¬ 
ings,” Campbell said. “You’re responsible for the ves¬ 
sel and everybody on it. Make sure everyone is follow¬ 
ing the rules and the laws of the water. It’s also your 


The Lake News 

It is perhaps the catch of a lifetime for 84-year-old 
Bill Schroeder of Paducah. Tuesday, he landed a Silver 
Asian Carp that weighed 106 pounds and was 4.5 feet 
long. It took him one hour and 45 minutes to land the 
fish after it pulled his 20-foot long bass boat an estimat¬ 
ed distance of 3 miles from Kentucky Lake to Lake 
Barkley through the canal that connects the two giant 
lakes. 

Schroeder who has a reputation as a big bass fisher¬ 
man and has fished in many local bass tournaments 
on both lakes was bass fishing in Kentucky Lake when 
he foul hooked the monster fish. The battle with the 
fish drew quite a crowd of onlookers, according to 
Tom Moodie of Green Turtle Bay Resort on Lake 
Barkley in Grand Rivers. 

In the end, the fish was so large Schroeder could not 
boat it alone. Another man who remains unknown 
climbed into Schroeder’s bass boat and helped him 
hoist the behemoth fish into the boat. According to 
Moodie, the second fisherman who helped Schroeder 
was catfishing at the time and after getting the fish 
into the boat he left. 

Moodie said he has fished for Silver Asian Carp 
many times and enjoys eating them but he has never 
seen a Silver Asian Carp that large and that they nor¬ 
mally top out in weight at about 30 pounds. He 
explained their cousins, the Big Head Carp, routinely 
reach weights of about 70 pounds. Moodie said, 
“Normally you don’t see them this big.” 

There may be a new normal on the lakes. Moodie 
expressed his concern about the fish by saying Asian 
Silver Carp are a schooling fish and he said, “There 
could have been a thousand fish in that school.” 
Meaning many of the fish in that school would be 
expected to be of a large size. 

Both Asian Silver Carp and Big Head Carp are vege¬ 
tarian — they are plant eaters. Schroeder inadvertent¬ 
ly foul-hooked the huge fish while casting for bass on 
Kentucky Lake. Moodie said Schroeder’s fish just 
showed how many fish are in the lake and how large 
they and the schools they congregate in can grow. 


job to make sure you have all the necessary safety 
equipment and see to it that it’s being used by the peo¬ 
ple on your boat. 

“All of these things will help ensure that you have 
an enjoyable and safe trip on the water.” 

There were nine boating-related deaths on 
Kentucky waters all of last year, up from five in 2013, 
according to Coast Guard data. Four people have 
already lost their lives in boating-related accidents on 
Kentucky waters this year. 

“That’s high considering the boating season has not 
even begun yet,” said Maj. Shane Carrier, boating law 
administrator with Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 

Department conservation officers will be out on the 
water this holiday weekend to help ensure everyone’s 
safety 

Boaters should consider arranging for a free vessel 
safety check through the U.S. Coast Guard Auxiliary at 
www.cgaux.org. Such checks by certified vessel exam¬ 
iners help ensure your boat complies with all federal 
and state boating laws. Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
conservation officers also will perform safety checks 
upon request. 

Another useful resource is the new “Boat Safe 
Kentucky” app for smartphones. 

“The app is everything you need to know about 
Kentucky boating, all in one place,” Campbell said. 

Available for download on the App Store on iTunes 
and Google Play, the free app features a “Blood Alcohol 
Estimator” and allows the user to report a reckless 
boat operator to Kentucky Fish and Wildlife law 
enforcement. There’s also a “Find a Marina” feature 
that allows users to find the nearest marina and offer 
the ability to text your boating plans to family, friends 
and other contacts. 

Boaters should follow the “Safety Equipment

Checklist” prepared by the department’s law enforce¬ 
ment division before taking to the water: 

• Registration numbers and decals properly dis¬ 
played 

• Registration receipt on board 

• Wearable life jackets for each person on board 

• Throwable flotation device 

• Fire extinguisher 

• Horn or whistle 

• Lights (red, green and 360-degree white lights) 

Children ages 12-17 years old who operate a person¬ 
al watercraft or boat with a 10-horsepower motor or 
greater must have a safe boating certificate card or 
certificate showing they’ve completed a National 
Association of State Boating Law Administrators 
(NASBLA)-approved boater education course. Boater 
education courses are offered in person around the 
state at no charge and online for a fee. All in-person 
courses require online pre-registration. For more 
information, including course schedules, visit 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s website at fwkygov. 

“It’s not too late to take a boater education class,” 
Campbell said. “It ensures that you know everything 
that you need to know to make sure that you, your 
family and friends are safe on the water.”

CARL IS KING AT CHARLOTTE 


Edwards becomes the 9th different winner of this Sprint Cup season 


F or the first 500 miles of Sunday night’s Coca-Cola 600, 
the 2015 season looked like it was ready to add a ninth 
different race winner and a new entrant to the Chase for 
the Sprint Cup. Ultimately that held true, but 
just not how anyone expected. Carl Edwards Geoff 

grabbed the lead of NASCAR’s longest race with just Athlon Spc 
21 laps left and rolled to victory with a fuel mileage @Geo1 

gamble, cementing his spot in the championship fight 
after a disappointing start to his first season driving 
the Joe Gibbs Racing No. 19. 

“To get this win and to put ourselves in a position to be in the 
Chase and to be able to now take a deep breath and step back and 
work on all the little things that we know we need to work on to 
be a championship-level team, this is just a huge opportunity,” 
Edwards said after the win, the 24th of his career. 

For Martin Truex Jr., the feeling was more like a kick in the 
shinbone. It was Truex who dominated the race’s second half. His 
black No. 78 was out front for 130 of the final 208 laps and looked 
uncatchable as the race wound down. But Truex (along with a ma¬ 
jority of the teams in the race’s front group) didn’t pit during what 
turned out to be the race’s final yellow flag period with 62 laps to 
go, leaving the team with another required visit to Charlotte Motor 
Speedway’s pit road before the checkered flag. 

The move backfired when several others outside of the lead group 
pitted during the last caution. Edwards, Greg Biffle (finished sec¬ 
ond), Dale Earnhardt Jr. (third) and Matt Kenseth (fourth) all came 
to pit road to take a full load of fuel with an eye on stretching the 
tank to the finish. Jeff Gordon, racing in his final Coca-Cola 600, 
also pitted during the sequence but took just two tires and never 
conserved fuel - eliminating his chance for the gamble to work in 
his favor. 

“Hell, I didn’t even know guys could make it on gas,” Truex said. 
“I didn’t know what was going on. Just can’t catch a break there.” 

Truex finished fifth despite the strong effort. The theme of com¬ 
ing up just short of a victory has become a recurring one for the 
Furniture Row Racing team in recent weeks. 

“The guys just give me an awesome race car. I’m so proud of 
them,” Truex said. “It hurts to come home fifth and run that hard. 
But at the same time, it’s pretty awesome to run like that, too. So, 
we’ve just got to keep plugging away and sooner or later we’re 
going to get a little bit of luck on our side.” 

Truex, still second in the regular-season point standings, did gain 
ground on points leader Kevin Harvick and appears to be on solid 
footing to make the Chase. Still, Truex is seeking the postseason 
guarantee that would come with his third career Sprint Cup win. 

The race played out as if getting to the finish during the final 
59-lap green flag run was going to be an incredible stretch of the

fuel tank for the likes of Edwards and those who stopped during 
the final yellow flag. But from where Edwards’ crew chief Darian 
Grubb was sitting, the call was more of a no-brainer. 

“When the actual last caution came out, it was right 
Miller on ^ a P we were going t° pit under green flag to 

contributor make it to the end, and I was really surprised that a 

/M jll er lot of people didn’t come down and pit when we did,” 

Grubb said. “We were actually planning to do two 
tires just to make sure we could get enough fuel to 
finish, and since hardly anybody came, we took four, 
fueled up and good to go to the end.” 

It wasn’t like Edwards’ Toyota was getting better fuel mileage 
than other manufacturers, either, as Biffle’s Ford finished second 
and Earnhardt’s Chevrolet finished third. The disparity in strate¬ 
gies may have had something to do with how NASCAR’s reduced- 
power engines are working with Goodyear’s relatively new tire 
construction that offers two types of rubber on the same tire. 

“We (have) faster corner speeds on a lot more throttle time, but 
if the tire (grip) falls off a lot like it does here, your fuel mileage 
actually gets better and you start to use less and less fuel as you go 
on through the run,” Grubb said.

NO PART-TIMING FOR GORDON Jeff Gordon drove the pace car at the start of 
Sunday’s Indianapolis 500 before flying to Charlotte for Sunday’s 600-miler. While 
in Indianapolis, Gordon revealed in a press conference that he’s likely ruling out any 
future racing - in any series - after retiring in November. “As I get further into the 
year, as things come together, I don’t see myself doing any races,” Gordon said, before 
leaving open the possibility of a race at Martinsville Speedway. Even that, Gordon said, 
would put a burden on Hendrick Motorsports. “Why would I really be doing it?” he 
said. Gordon has signed to be a FOX booth analyst for Sprint Cup races next season, 
replacing Larry McReynolds.

it. Does MSG deserve its bad reputation? 


By Keith Roach, M.D. 

Shingles Medication 
Can Affect Memory 

DEAR DR. ROACH: My husband had 
a severe case of shingles in October 
2013. He still has pain. He was given 
Lyrica. Sometimes it helps, but his 
memory is affected. I’m leery about 
giving it to him. I’ve been giving him 
ibuprofen, which helps sometimes. Can 
you give me any advice? - R.C. 

ANSWER: Many medicines are used 
to treat post-herpetic neuralgia, the 
pain that often follows shingles. This 
pain can be very severe and tends to be 
more prolonged the older you are. 

Pregabalin (Lyrica) is an effective 
medication for many people, but chang¬ 
es in memory certainly could be a side 
effect. I would be leery of giving it, too. 
There are several other classes of medica¬ 
tion he can try If his doctor is uncomfort¬ 
able trying something else, a neurologist 
or pain specialist can help. Sometimes, 
small doses of several medications work 
better than higher doses of just one. 

Giving the shingles vaccine does not 
help once you have post-herpetic neu¬ 
ralgia, but it can prevent many cases, 
and most people who could benefit 
from the vaccine haven’t had it. 

Shingles questions are among the 
most frequently asked. The booklet 
on the shingles virus answers many 
of them. Readers can obtain a copy by 
writing: Dr. Donohue - No. 1201W, Box 
536475, Orlando, FL 32853-6475. Enclose 
a check or money order (no cash) for 
$4.75 U.S./$6 Canada with the recipi¬ 
ent’s printed name and address. Please

DEAR DR. ROACH: I have been using 
MSG on my food as a flavor enhance¬ 
ment about all of my life. Some of my 
health-conscious friends say that using 
MSG is like putting “rat poison” on your 
food. I respond by saying putting salt on 
your food is worse than putting MSG on 


- K.T. 

ANSWER: Some people have a sen¬ 
sitivity to monosodium glutamate, an 
amino acid normally present in food that 
is used as a flavor enhancer. Symptoms 
can include headache, muscle aches, nau¬ 
sea and other symptoms. It is particularly 
well-absorbed in liquid form, such as 
soups, especially those in Asian restau¬ 
rants. 

If you don’t have a sensitivity to MSG, 
it is a very safe food additive. It does have 
some sodium, but in the usual amounts 
used, does not deserve its reputation.

DEAR DR. ROACH: You mentioned a 
treatment for ureter cancer called BCG. 
I would appreciate more information on 
this treatment. -- M.T. 

ANSWER: The ureters are the tubes 
that carry urine from the kidney to the 
bladder. They are lined with the same 
kinds of cells as the bladder itself. So, 
ureteral cancer acts in many ways like 
bladder cancer. Often, multiple cancers 
are diagnosed at the same time. 

Surgery is the standard treatment for 
ureteral cancer, and the only way for a 
cure. Bacille Calmette-Guerin (BCG) is 
a weakened tuberculosis bacteria that 
is used for some cases of bladder and 
ureteral carcinoma-in-situ, an early non- 
invasive form of precancer. It can be 
very effective, but is not intended to be a 
curative treatment for invasive cancer. I 
mentioned it for a 90-year-old man who 
didn’t want surgery
